Our 
idea of Jonathan is that he is a 'cato, 
far.seoing man, with a groat deal of 
native BbarpucBs, who is oftcner on the 
lookout for buyers than he is for 
Bellers, who can scent a bar/^ain 
"afar ofi^" and who seldom makes an 
investment until, lik'< Davy Crocket,, 
" he'sfiuro he's right," when ho " gCfs 
ahead." Depend mioii it, if ihis coun-. 
try be ever annexed to Uncle Sam's 
territory, tho ailvaiiiages would prove 
to bo more imaginary than real, and loss 
stable and enduring than those which 
must assuredly 11. iw Irom Ounledoru- 
tion. in discussiiit^ tliia que^tiuti we 
have not alluded to it an one of 1 jy-^ 
alty ; but wo liuvo di^-cuH-ed it with 
a view to seo wbicli policy would 
benelit tho Colony iiiu.iL — CunlL'do;a- 
tiou or Aiinexiuioii ; and w.> unhesi- 
tatingly j)i()noutico iu favor of tho 
former, il we got Confederation, wo 
shall secure first a wagon road across 
the continent, and, .second^ a railway 
to connect with tho Grand Trunk of 
Canada. With a railw^ay through 
British territory, Victoria is certain 
to be the Briiinh metropolis of tho 
West Pacific, and for the very good 
reason that there are no safe or 
commodious harbors on the mainland 
from which she may fear compoiition.

pieces, while Victoria grow and 
flonrisbod simply because it was a 
British city. Had Yanooaver Island 
belonged to tho Americans, Victoria 
would hardly have had an oxistonco.

He entered tbe coun- 
try un his tirst voyage by the Mackenzie 
Itiver I'uss, rcturoiog the samo way, on the 
voyugu lor the exploration of the nniie of 
the telegraph. Ho entered by wuy of Fort 
.St Micliael, near Hehririg'a Siuiiun. Uii iho 
upper waters of Ihe Kiiiiolipek, and upon 
the whole cnnr e ol the Y'uiikon linibur is 
pleiitilul, tho country abnuuds i;i giimo, uud 
lliu rivers and lukea aUbrd fish, tiulmon as- 
cend tho Kniiuhpek in great DiimborH, ami 
are largely taken by tbe native.s lor food, 
bulb lor tliomsclves and their dogj during ilie 
winter. The iiativea aro roporied by Maj. 
Keunictilt, and by criiiiloyea of tho Hudson 
Bay Coiiipiiny, aa peaceable und wondurlully 
. houeat, iboft being rurely known anr ng 
llbum. They are n vigoiuUH, outurpriBing 
J (eople, nod very fond of foreign trade and 



merchandi'io, though ibe diffioully and crat 
of IraneportatioQ by way ol iho Maekonzio 
river roulo limits the supply to muub below 
tbe (Ictuaiid. 

Navigation by wuy pftbc Kniiehpek would 
inotrearo tba trade and value of Ihia country 
one hundred fold in a few jeara ; in laot Iho 
Knitohpol: wilh steam upon it wnuld levoal 
a now world to enlerprise and adventure. l!y 
thia Btroain the whohi of a iiilherlo unknown 
country is brought within the riinch ol steuiii 
communication from San .Franci>iCO, and 
when the Stars and Stripes ehall Haunt at 
Fort ¥unkon we may look for mioea of gold 
and silver being discovered quite aa rich ns 
those luriher south. Tho lurs ol ihia country 
are wonderfully picniitui ami form a valuable 
and oxleni-ive couuiiorcn both lo rlio Uus.sian 
and British tradeis. That iho liiuisoii Bay 
Company can allord to transport their mer- 
chandise and supplies overland from Hudsoo 
Bsy, or by way of St Paul, and return their 
lurs over tbe same route, is a startling evl- 
denoo of the value ol Iho trade, because 
transportation over thia long route cannot 
01 St less than SI per pound. With the 
Kuilchpuk open to Btcam navigation ten centR 
a pound hum San Francisco weald pay 
cnnrmnuely. 

Upon the whole, Russian America, with 
ite dependonciiis, tho islands utiached to it, 
is a valuable country in ilsalf, viewed iiitiin- 
sically. It is not such a country aa Oregon 
or Washington in olimalo or Foil, hiil it has, 
neverlheless, many .^oiireos of wealth. 

Ill the KiiilluTii part gold is known lo . .x ' 
ist. On Coppermine livir, wlieoeo its riiiiiir. 
there is copper, lliotiiih as a rnalli'r of policy 
the lJussian Aiiiericau Company have iioi 
encouraged mining, beoau.u they f'carod 
that mining, even if successful, wnuld soon 
break up their monopoly of Iho fur trade 
and open Iho enunlry to ihu suaroliiog eyiw 
of loreigners and the (Icinoraliying ii llut'tiee 
of clioaper goods ai.d more lucrativu eni- 
ployoieiit of the iiativesi 

'I'he fi-heries along llio coast and islanils 
will build up a population und oommorce 
iliero which a' no distant day will rival 
Newfoundland and Ihe coast ol the Allantie, 
east cd' t!a;i(! Col. Tho shoals ami banks 
alotiiT the l-<lani!s ol llii-siuii Aiiii'rica arc 
ihe resort nf inyriails ot I'oillish un>iir|)a''-iMl 
lor siz'.' and di'lieacy. Oiu^o .'.'ive ns a lodg- 
ment, these lisi.ing towns will hoon sprii g 
into c.Msteore. giviog lor oor I'aeilic coa.st u 
nursery lor Qr-it-claBd seamen, wbioh, io the 
growing commerce of the PaciQc, will be ju.=l 
ivlial wo want there in llie Inliire in order to 
give us Ihe .'^111 reniaey nl that oi;iiiri. Tlio 
lishcries alone are wonh iii.uu thantl.i' wholi' 
cost of the ciJiuilry, arul will repay ii- in ili. 
lulure amply lor the invLstinenl. Tiu; iin- 
menso population uf Asia and Ihu fslands ol 
the FaciBo will be good customers lor our 
liurplun fisb, and will readily tako all we 
havo lo spare. Timber Inr biiildini; pni- 
posos ia abiiiidant iind coiivenienl • saw-ioills 
will so n make llu! lumber trade a t-imree ol 
great profit, noi only l.jr dom islie uhc, hut 
for o.Kpun to Asia und the more souilicrii 
Islands. Boat and tliip building can he 
curried on profitably where good limber is so 
abundant and easily procured. 

The acquisition is also valuablo on accniini 
ot several iK'posits ol coal along llio coasi 
and ishinils. A I Kuitiae, llio Kn.-sian- 
Anieiican Company huvo worked a coal vein 
lor soma >i;ars past, and liavc used il in their 
lorges and workshops, aa well us in their 
steamers employed in crvrrying on their com- 
luetce with California and Asia. 

Nor ia thia country lo bo onnlcd as 
tiulliiiig in an agricultural point ot viow. 
Wheat, barlev and oats can tie ( roiineiil a 
lar Noi til aa GO deg. ; gardens 11 -urisli ulooi;

iug all tbe veguiuhles tequisite for domestic 
use.

Thai 
la about 40 lo -15 degrees ol F.ilireulieit ; 
and tbe mean rf iho ihiruiomuter is ascer- 
tained to be 45 deg. 4 mio. ; winter, 34 deg. 
7 mio.; aummer, 66 deg. 7 min.

TUB LVXEMBDRO ' QUESTION, 

Uur last Ruropean Glcs bring us some in> 
terestiiig particulars concerning iho diflicnliy 
belweec France and I'lu^sia, ^rowing out of 
the tflort of the loruior to acquire Luxeniburg.
